Leader steps down after allegations 


Council could be 
losing 1,000 jobs 

AROUND 1,000 jobs could be lost at 
Worcestershire County Council following 
budget cuts announced last week. 

The local authority needs to save 
between £60-70million over the next four 
years but has pledged to reduce compul¬ 
sory cuts and redundancies where possi¬ 
ble. 

Fifty-seven proposals aimed at making 
cuts of £43million have been outlined, with 
further planned savings expected to be 
announced next year following more 
detailed government plans on funding. 


A NEW leader of Worcestershire 
County Council will be announced 
next week following the resignation 
of Dr George Lord’s over allegations 
of inappropriate behaviour towards 
staff. 

The 78-year-old Conservative, 
who had been leader of the council 
since 2001, has also stepped down as 
an Alvechurch ward councillor with 
immediate effect. 

Deputy leader Adrian Hardman 
will stay in temporary charge of the 
local authority until Dr Lord’s suc¬ 


cessor is announced at a meeting 
next Thursday (18). Councillor 
Hardman said he would be support¬ 
ing staff involved in the allegations. 

“Over the course of the last week 
some allegations of inappropriate 
behaviour towards staff have been 
made against Dr George Lord, 
leader of Worcestershire County 
Council,” he said. “As is normal prac¬ 
tice in these circumstances the indi¬ 
vidual against whom any allegations 
are being made is presented with the 
information when it is at an unsub¬ 


stantiated stage. Dr Lord recognised 
the disruption this situation could 
cause to the work of the council and 
decided to resign from the council 
with immediate effect on Saturday 
November 6. 

“My focus, with the support of both 
elected members and officers, will be 
on supporting the staff involved in 
these allegations and importantly 
maintaining the momentum within 
the council to meet the challenges it 
faces in the current economic 
climate.”

SHOPPERS could get one hours free parking under 
new proposals being conisdered by Wyre Forest Dis¬ 
trict Council. Car parks on the outskirts of Kidder¬ 
minster, Stourport and Bewdley would all benefit 
from the scheme, which was due to be discussed by 
cabinet next week.

COUNCILLORS have pledged 
to explore new funding options 
for Kidderminster Railway 
Station after the Government 
decided not to prioritise 
improvement works on the 
site. 

A £3.5million revamp of the 
station was due to begin this year, 
but was first put on hold in July to 
await the outcome of comprehen¬ 
sive spending review. 

Details of the review were released 
last month and the station wasn’t 
included on a list of projects to 
receive funding from the Department 
of Transport. 

Now Worcestershire County 
Council has vowed to step in and help 
find a solution to what it calls an 
“extremely important” scheme for 
Kidderminster. 

Network Rail, the Severn Valley 
Railway, Kidderminster Railway 
Museum and Wyre Forest District 
Council have all been in talks with 
the county council. 

Councillor Derek Prodger MBE, 
Worcestershire County Council’s 
cabinet member for transport and 
safe environment, said discussions 


would continue. “We’d like to stress 
this was one of a number of funding 
opportunities the county council and 
its partners have been exploring to 
deliver the Kidderminster Station 
scheme,” he said. 

“This project is extremely impor¬ 
tant for Kidderminster and Worces¬ 
tershire as a whole, bringing 
transport and economic benefits for 
the rea. 

“We will continue to work with 
partners, both inside and outside the 
rail and transport industries, to 
explore every funding avenue avail¬ 
able, including the Regional Growth 
Fund and specific rail-based funds, to 
attempt to make these improvement 
plans a reality,” Councillor Prodger 
added. 

Cyclists 

The proposed plan splits into four 
parts, with a new station building 
and improved passenger facilities 
planned to compliment better access 
for pedestrians, cyclists and bus and 
car users. 

The link between the station and 
Severn Valley Railway’s station 
building was also due to be enhanced, 
as well as changes to the entrance 
from the A448.

“The inspector's decision has 
now been received, with the 
inspector finding in favour of the 
council by dismissing the appeal, 
thereby upholding the Enforce¬ 
ment Notice, albeit with some 
amendments. The land must be 
cleared by 31 July 2011.”

NATURE lovers in Worcestershire will be able to “go down to 
the woods today”, thanks to a hi-tech new guide to managing 
and enhancing local woodlands. 

The Worcestershire Woodland Guidelines website was launched on Monday 
this week by Worcestershire County Council, designed as a practical tool for 
professionals - such as people working in forestry, planning or agriculture - to 
manage existing woodlands and create new areas. 

But all nature lovers in general can learn a lot from the comprehensive guide, 
says the county council. 

It allows users to explore the land¬ 
scape characteristics and biodiversity 
of an area and offers advice about the 
best ways to maintain and improve 
that area’s woodlands. 

Also featured at www. Worcester¬ 
shire.gov. uk/woodland-guide 
lines is an online map system that 
identifies all the county’s woodlands. 

An interactive overlay function 
allows users to place a semi-transpar¬ 
ent layer over the map to highlight key 
areas, and they can adjust the trans¬ 
parency to their own liking. 

The Worcestershire Woodland 
Guidelines are part of the county 
council’s long-term work to protect bio¬ 
diversity and provide a sustainable 
approach to strategic planning. 

The council worked in partnership 
with the Forestry Commission to make 
the guidelines comprehensive, and has 
made them freely available so that 
other organisations don’t have to 
duplicate the work and can manage 
woodlands more efficiently. 

Effective 

Councillor Anthony Blagg, cabinet 
member for waste and sustainability, 
said: “I’m extremely proud of the work 
that’s gone into the Worcestershire 
Woodland Guidelines because our local 
environment is a valuable natural 
asset that needs to be managed prop¬ 
erly. 

“With public sector budget cuts, 
we’re using this kind of technology to 
make managing our environment 
more efficient and effective. 

“I hope that local people can see that 
our woodlands are in safe hands and 
will be maintained and enhanced for 
years to come, thanks to work like 
this.” 

Councillor Blagg added: “I encour¬ 
age anyone with an interest in our 
woodlands to take a look online.” 

Simon West, of Forestry Commis¬ 
sion, West Midlands, said: “The 
Worcestershire Woodland Guidelines 
will assist us in our decision-making 
and enable the people of Worcester¬ 
shire to find out more about the 
county’s woodland.”

Writer Nigel creams off 
best of sherry legends 


A NEW book on Kidderminster’s 
history has been launched. 

Nigel Gilbert’s Harveys Kid¬ 
derminster Cream traces the 
history of the Kidderminster 
branch of the wine merchants 
famous for their Bristol Cream 
sherry. 

The business was established 
in the town by 1790. After the 
considerable international 
success of Harveys, the Mid¬ 
lands branch was no longer 
needed and was closed in 
December 1967. 

Mr Gilbert’s book also tells the 
story of Harveys’ legendary 
cellars, which were destroyed in 
1968, when their historical value 
was downplayed by local author¬ 
ities who preferred to take advice 
from an amateur historian from 


Worcester rather than from Kid¬ 
derminster’s foremost historian. 

Mr Gilbert has written several 
books on Kidderminster, includ¬ 
ing The Rise and Fall of Franche 
Hall and Ridiculous Refinement: 
The Mansions of the Kiddermin¬ 
ster carpet barons. 

His history of the town was 
published in 2004 by Phillimore. 
In recent years he has led the 
Historic Kidderminster Project, 
which has produced around 150 
historical reports on the town’s 
buildings.

Mr Gilberts’ new book had its 
public launch on Monday at the 
King Charles Room, Kiddermin¬ 
ster.

Jump 4 Heroes, The Royal British Legion's 
Extreme Human Flight Team, provided a 
spectacular display of wingsuit flight and 
precision guidance under red and white poppy 
canopies.Team Captain Major Alastair Macart¬ 
ney said: "As serving soldiers, we know all too 


well how important the Poppy Appeal is for the 
support of today's Armed Forces and we are 
very proud to be a part of it." 

Emma-Jayne Webster, the fiancee of a young 
soldier who was killed in Afghanistan last year, 
and Gunner Mark Stonelake, a soldier who lost 
a leg fighting in Afghanistan, also attended the 
launch. Both feature on this year's Poppy 
Appeal posters at more than 6,000 locations 
across the UK and on national television ads. 
Colchester Garrison is future home to one of 
four Personnel Recovery Centres that The Royal 
British Legion will be operating in partnership 
with the British Army.

Seasons Of My Soul: Rumer 

What a very special voice. Rumer (seen right) has 
been compared to Karen Carpenter and Laura Nyro and 
her soft, yet sturdy, tones deserve to be mentioned in 
such legendary company.

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Harriers in peril as £160,000 black hole looms 


CASH-strapped Kidderminster Harriers pre¬ 
dicted this week that they face a £ 160,000 black 
hole if their financial crisis does not improve. 

New bosses are set to make cutbacks and 
urged supporters to help claw back the cash at 
a packed meeting at Aggborough. 

Harriers were bought last month by former 
chairman David Reynolds, who claimed the 
club was £250,000 in debt and on the brink of 
administration. Fans have been asked to help 
raise £50,000 to pay creditors. 

Director Mark Serrell confirmed that the 
Blue Square Premier outfit could suffer a short¬ 
fall of between £140,000-£160,000 by next May. 


“The shortfall is what is presently being pre¬ 
dicted taking into account the measures we are 
planning. Obviously we are hoping this will 
change as more money comes in through 
planned schemes and with the support of fans. 

“There is a lot of work to be done, but meas¬ 
ures are being put in place to take the club into 
the future. We are asking the supporters to help 
us and to trust us,” Serrell said. 

More than 150 supporters quizzed the board 
on how the club had sunk into such a financial 
slump, and Serrell blamed a lack of control of 
day-to-day expenditure. 

Meetings are to be held with potential 


investors, and Kidderminster Harriers Sup¬ 
porters Trust has launched a lottery. 

Long-time fan and former director Peter 
Fryer, aged 64, from Kidderminster, wanted to 
know how the club had got into such trouble. 

“If money has been a problem for so long, why 
were we not told about it before? I’m sure most 
of us would be willing to support the club, 
within our means. It is just a shock it has got 
this far.” 

Supporter Jim Price, 39, from Worcester, 
asked if players could be kept on for longer, as 
most tended to be sold at the end of the season. 

“This would perhaps keep the fans coming in.”

Fran fires five 
in seven-goal 
victory spree 


AFTER spending much of the 
year on the sidelines with a 
shoulder injury, Samurai 
Judo Club’s Kate Walker was 
back on the mat at the Scot¬ 
tish Open Championships. 

And what a weekend it was for 
her, coming away from Glasgow 
with the senior women’s gold. 

There was plenty for fellow club 
player Sarah Biles to smile about, 
taking silver in the junior and bronze 
in the senior. 

She started strongly in the under 
20s competition with some particu¬ 
larly good groundwork. A series of 
maximum point wins took her into 
the final against a Scottish girl. 

Sarah looked favourite to win and 
dominated the first half of the match, 
and then threw her opponent for what 
looked like maximum points right on 
the edge of the contest area. 

The line judge gave it “in”, but the 
referee over ruled him and controver¬ 
sially declared the throw void. Sarah 
continued to dominate and attack, 
but was then caught by a late attack 
and held on the ground and so had to 
settle for silver. 

The full senior section was on 
Sunday, where Kate’s brother, Tom, 
was first up to compete. 

His first opponent was a powerful; 
Swedish player. Tom dominated the 
early exchanges but then made a 
small mistake by attacking his oppo¬ 
nent’s far leg and was countered for 
maximum points. 

In his next contest, he was up 
against a good player from the Irish 
Republic but did really well to win 
with an excellent sacrifice throw for 
maximum points. 

His last contest was against a top 
British player and Tom led by an 
early score and then had a strong 
shout for a maximum score before 
losing to a good groundwork move 
which eliminated him from the event 

Sarah faced a tough field in the 
senior section. Her first opponent was 
Polish but Sarah quickly dominated 


the contest and then won superbly on 
the ground. 

Some more good work saw her into 
the semi-final, where she was up 
against the British number one who 
is also a former world medalist. Sarah 
dominated the early gripping but her 
opponent craftily took them to the 
ground and then used her far superior 
strength to overwhelm Sarah. 

She now had one contest left for the 
bronze against another physically 
strong player, but Sarah totally con¬ 
trolled the contest and showed good 
tactics and plenty of determination 
and the referees unanimously 
awarded her the contest at the end of 
the match to give her an excellent and 
unexpected bronze medal at senior 


level. This also meant that she now 
has a top six place in the British 
senior rankings, giving her a place at 
the British Senior Trials in January. 

There was plenty of expectation 
when Kate stepped on the mat. Her 
main two rivals for the Olympic place 
at under 63 kilos were not present, 
but all of the chasing pack were there, 
plus some strong European players. 

Her first two contests were against 
the eventual bronze medalists, so it 
looked like a tough start, but Kate 
made it look easy. 

When standing, she totally domi¬ 
nated both the grips and the move¬ 
ment. The only way her opponents 
could stop her from throwing them 
was to take her to the ground, only to 


discover that this was an even more 
horrible situation. 

Maximum point score followed 
maximum point score, both standing 
and on the ground, and soon Kate was 
in the final. As this was against a 
Scottish player, the good-natured but 
partisan crowd tried to lift the local 
girl, but Kate was again rampant. 

A beautiful dummy into a back¬ 
wards throw gained a high score and 
she moved seamlessly into a ground- 
hold. Although the other girl’s name 
was Potter, she had no magic wand 
and was unable to move an inch. 

Kate had the gold and announced 
in no uncertain terms to the British 
judo world that she is back in busi¬ 
ness.
